-Inevitabilities of Europe 


HILE there are strong forces work- 

ing for British membership in 
the European Economic Community, 
it would be astonishing if British 
membership is accomplished for 
some years to come. 
Eventually it will be. 
But not very soon. 
For British entry re- 
quires, as Mr. Ed- 3 
ward Heath said re- 
cently; that Britain 
be “prepared to be- 
come a member of a 
community -which is 
deliberately setting 
out” to redress “the 
balance in trade, fi- 
nance, defence and political influence ... 
on the two sides of the Atlantic.” 

On the Continent the forces working 
for British membership are composed of 
Europeans who want Britain to come to 
the continent in order to avoid having to 
choose between the leadership of France 
and that of West Germany. The pro- 
British Europeans are to be found in 
Italy, in the small countries, and in the 
opposition’ to General de Gaulle inside of 
France. 


Benefits Recognized 


In Britain there is a _ widening 
recognition that the economic rejuvena- 
tion of British industry would be assisted 
by, even if it does not depend. upon, 
entry into the great trade opportunities 
and competition of the Common Market. 

Yet neither of these positive forces 
for British. entry is overwhelmingly 
strong. The five Europesn members of 
the community argue with France. But 
they will not, as Mr. Heath told the 
House of Comnions recently, ‘abandon 
France ... their interests are too bound 
up together.” And in Britain, although 
the advocates are increasing in number 
and in their sense of urgency, the 
sacrifices required are not~ easy to 
accept. Britain will be required to pass 
through a drastic ihdustrial reform of 
her older industries, and it is by no 
means certain that this can be accomp- 
lished’ without more planning and 
regimentation than Prime Minister Wil- 
son now envisages. There will be 
required also that Britain face the risks 
and the sacrifices and the sentimental 
pains of transforming the United King- 
dom from a world power into a 
European power. 


Must Ease British Load 


In tie course of this transformation it 
will be necessary fo agree on. some 
international arrangement that’ relieves 
Britain of the burden of being banker in 
the sterling area. It will be necessary 
also to liquidate what: remains of the 
British Empire from Cyprus to Singa- 
pore. Jt will be necessary, as Mr. Heath

From The Times 
of Nov. 29, 1906: 


The lecture deliv-

Not only was the wording “far too 
technical; there|was also a_lack of 
understandable supporting details.. How, 
in these circumstances, could members 
be expected to give proposed spending 
the scrutiny it deserved? 

The publie accounts committee 
recommended adoption of a revised vote 
pattern, subject to the auditor-general's 
suggestions,. However, in most instances 
no action had been taken on these 
recommendations when the 1964-65 esti- 
mates were being considered. In some 
cases, nothing has been done yet. Mr, 
Henderson warned that the effect of 
consolidation in these circumstances 
might be to lessen parliamentary 
control. Following through in his 1965 
report to the Hotise, he noted that the 
approved pattern had been changed in a 
number. of respects and he listed 
examples of transfers of funds between 
services which would not have been 
possible under the former system. He 
will point to others in his 1966 report. 


Defence Consolidation 


It is’ interesting to observe that the 
appropriations for national defence. now 


_ consist of only 10 votes. One alone, Vote 


15, accounts for 95 per cent of all 
national defence dpending or 18 per cent 
of the government's entire main esti- 
mates. (This, says Mr. Henderson, 
exceeds the treasury board's undertaking 
to the committee three years ago.) 

Each department head is required to 
obtain treasury board approval for the 
division of any appropriation into allot- 
ments (as detailed in the estimates). 
When approved the allotments may be 
varied or amended with the consent of 
the board but the amounts: of ‘each 
allotment, or of the appropriation, may 
not be exceeded. | 

It developed last October that na- 
tional defence had effected transfers 
between the allotments with the ap- 
proval, not of treasury board but of the 
deputy minister concerned. Mr. Hender-” 
son asked to be advised as to the 
authority by which this was done.

It 
has not been used and now provides ‘‘a 
cushion to soften the effect ‘of any 
reduction Parliament may wish to bring 
about in national defence spending in the 
future." 


Contingencies 


The finance contingencies vote com- 
biness two votes which were separate 
until 1964-65. One was for the supple 
menting of salaries and wages (resulting 
from periodic pay reviews) and the other 
for miscellaneous minor and unforeseen 


expenses. 
The treasury board, back in 1965, 
discovered that it could enlarge its 


spending freedom by a sort of double 
shuffle. A transfer might be made from 
the general salaries allotment to a 
particular allotment and money. subse- 
quently transferred to a_ different 
allotment within the vote. Mr, Henderson

This controversy is unresolved, the

it can only be caused by Interim supply 
having beén“sought and obtained on a 
basis more generous than was required.” 


Practice on Supply 


Parliament's practice is to grant 
interim supply by twelfths of the main 
and supplementary estimates. Depending 
on progress with the estimates, there 
may be marked variations, among the 
departments. Some obtained full supply 
last summer; others, although still 
waiting, may in: certain cases have 
appropriations between nine and eleven- 
twelfths of their main.and supplemen- 
tary estimates, although four months 
still remain in the fiscal year. 

The contingencies vote is interesting 
because it Has been rising steeply over 
the past three years (undoubtedly in 
view of extensive salary revisions) and 
because it seems to be a priority item. 
Thus, at October 31, Mr. Benson had 
approval for eleven-twelfths of the sum 
set out in the main estimates and nine- 
twelfths of that listed in supplementery 
estimates although the normal proportion 
for that date would be seven-twelfths. 
This must have been very helpful to him 
in the performance of ‘his mid-month 
miracle. 

It is much more convenient for the 
treasury board than, for ‘individual 
departments to. make provision for large- 
scale salary increases. But the process, 
as Mr, Henderson points out, makes it 
much more difficult for the House to 
contro] the money supply. We appear 
also to have moved a long way from the 
original concept of the finance contingen- 
cies vote as a small fund for unexpected

What is 
never done, however, is: to 
change: the rules of the 
system, to redefine usefulness 
in terms of how people are, 
and: to shape the dominant 
Style to them. 


This cannot be done because —~ 


it would be inefficient and, 
indeed, degrading, for there is 
only one right way to exist. 
Do it our way or else you are 
not quite a person. 


The Efficiency Concept ~ 


Are the people really use- 
less?’ The concept of effi- 
ciency is largely, maybe 
mainly, systenvic. It depends 
on ~the~geals~of the system, 
which may be too narrowly 
and inflexibly conce'ved; it 
depends on the case of 
administration, which is cén- 
sidered as. more important 
than economic or social costs; 
but it depends also on the 
method of calculating costs, 


which..may create a false - 


‘image of efficiency by ruling 
out “intangibles” that do not 
suit the method: 

Tkis source of error be- 
comes very important’ in 
advanced urban economies, 
where the provision of per- 
sonal and social services 
grows rapidly in proportion to 
hardware and 


food production 
and distribution, In 
services — whether giving 


information, selling, teaching 
children, admitting to college, 
assigning jobs, serving food, 
or advising on welfare 
standardization’ and punch- 
cards may seem to fulfill the 
functions, but they may do so 
at the expense of frayed 
nerves, waiting in line, bad 
mistakes, misfitting, and cold 
soup. 


Enterprisers 


Our enterprisers are eager 
to build highways and pipe- 
lines through the jungle, to 
multiply bases for our air- 
planes, and to provide other 
items gf-the American stan- 
dard. of living, for which the 
Western-trained native politi- 
cal leaders have “rising 
aspirations.” : 

Unfortunately, this largesse 
must often result in disrupting

Are Eager 


of the principle that our 
system exclude’s human 
beings rather than exploiting 
them is the agreement of all 
liberals and conservatives 
that there must be a check on 
population growth, more espe- 
cially among backward 
peoples and the poor at home. 
We are definitely beyond the 
need for the labor of the 
“proletariat” (producers ” of 
offspring) and the Iron Law 
of Wages to keep that labor 
cheap. Yet I am bemused by 


this unanimous recourse ‘to a . 


biological and mathematical 
etiology for our troubles, 

Probably there is a danger 
of world-overpopulation in the 
foreseeable future. Certainly 
with the likelthood of nuclear 
war there is a danger of 
world-underpopulation. 

However, until we institute 
more human ecological, econ- 
omic, and political arrange- 
ments, I doubt that population 
control’ is the first order of 
business;< nor would ‘I trust 
the Americans to set the 
rules, : 


Two Dominant Trends 


I have singled-out two 
trends of the dominant 
erganization of American 
society, its increasing ten- 
dency to expand, meaning- 
lessly, for its own sake; and 
fits tendency to exclude human 
beings as useless, It is the 
Empty Society, the obverse 
face of the Affluent Society. 
When Adam Smith spoke of 
the Wealth of Nations, he did 
not mean anything ike this. 


The meaningless expansion 
and the excluding are differ- 
ent things, but in our society 
they are essentially related. 


Lack of meaning begins to 
Sccur when the immensely 
Productive economy over- 
matures and lives by creating 
demand instead of meeting it; 
when the check of the free 
market gives way to monopo- 
lies, subsidies, and captive 
consumers; when the sense of 
community vanishes and pub- 
Vie’ goods are neglected and 
resources despoiled; wheén 

there is made-work (or—war) 

to reduce unemployment; and 
when the measure of econ- 
omic health is not increasing 
well-being but — abstractions 
like the Gross National 


Product 
growth. 

Human beings tend to be 
excluded when a logistic style 
begomes universally perva- 
sive, so that values and data 
that cannot be standardized 
and programmed are dis- 
regarded; when function is 
adjusted to the technology 
rather than “technology to 
function; wher technology is 
treated a§ a good ‘in itself, 
like science, rather than being 
regulated by political and 
moral prudence; when there 
develops an establishment of 
managers arid experts who 
alone license and allot 
resources, and which deludes 
itself that it knows the only 
right method and is omni- 
competent, 

Then common folk become 
docile clients; maintained by 
sufferance, or they are 
treated as deviant. 

It is evident that, for us, 
these properties of the Empty 
Society are essentially 
related. If we did not exclude

Doom-Bound Machine

disobedience entails even 
worse evils. 

Empirically, is it the case 
that direct actions which are 
aimed at specific abuses lead 
to general lawlessness? Where 
is the evidence. to prove the 
connection — e.g., statistics of 
correlative disorder in the 
community, or an increase of 
unspecific lawless acts among 
the direct activists? 

The flimsy evidence that we 
actually have tends to weigh 
in the opposite direction. 
Crime and delinquency seem 
to diminish where there has 
been political direct action by 
Negroes. The community and 
aeailemic spirit at Berkeley 
has been better this year than 
it used to be. : 

On sociological grounds, in- 
deed, the probability is that a 
specific direct action, which 
cuts through frustrating due 
process, and especially if it is 
successful or partially suc- 
cessful, will tend to increase 
civil order rather than to 
destroy it, for it revives the 
belief ‘that the community Is 
one’s own, that one has 
influence; whereas the inhi- 
bition of direct action against 


an intolerable abuse inevitably | 


increases anomie and there- 
fore general lawlessness. . 


Aggravates Tensions 


- The enforcement of law and 
order at all costs aggravates 
the tensions that lead to 
explosions. 

In brief, contrary to the 
conventional argument, anar- 


chic incidents like civil dis- - 


obedience are often essential 


—parts~of the democratic” pro- 


cess as Americans understand 
it. So it was understood by 
Jefferson when, after Shays's 
rebellion was disarmed, he 


‘urged that nobody be pun- 


ished, for that might dis- 
courage mutiny in the future, 
and then what check would 
there be on government? 

Then, how profoundly alien 
is our present establishment, 
which has in one generation 
crept up on us and occupied 
all the positions of power. It 
has been largely the product 
of war, of the dislocations 
after the First World War, the 
crash programs of the Second 
World War, and the chronic 
low-grade emergency of the 
cold war which is fanning 
agaifinto ‘war. 

The cold war has lasted for 
twenty years. This is the 
period in which more than 
half of gross mew investment 
has been in armaments. It 
has had consequences. 

The term “establishment”’ 
itself is borrowed from the 


British’ — for snobbish and “ 


literary reasons, and usually 
with an edge of satire. But we 
have had no. sovereign to 
establish such a thing, and 
there is no’ public psychology 
to accept it as legitimate. 

It operates like an estab- 
lishment: it is the consensus 
of polities, the universities 
and science, big business, 
organized labor, public school- 
ing, the media of communica- 
tions; it sets the official 
ianguage; it determines the 


right style and accredits its 
own members; it hires and 
excludes, subsidizes and neg- 
lects. : 

It is fantastically wasteful 
of brains, money, the environ- 
ment, and people. It is 
channeling our energy and 
enterprise to its own aggran- 
dizement and power, and it~ 
will exhaust us. ! 

I would almost say that my 
country is like a conquered 
province with foreign rulers, 
except that they are not 
foreigners and we are respon- 
sible for what they do. 

The system at present 
dominant in America, then, 
will not.do, it is too-empty. 

On the other hand, it is 
possible that classical Ameri- 
can democracy is necessarily 
a thing of the past; it may be 
too wild, too woolly, too mixed 
up too anarchic, — too 
populist, too -pluralist, —_for 
the conditions of big popula- 
tion and high technology in a 
world that has become small. 

I hope this is not the. case, 
for I love..the American 
experiment; but I don't know. 
The American faces that used 
to be so beautiful, so resolute 
and yet poignantly open and 
innocent, are looking ugly 
these days, hard, thin-lipped, 
and like innocence spoiled 
without having become ex- 
perienced. oe: iat 

We Americans have nit 
suffered as most other peo- 
ples have, at least not since 
the Civil, War. a cen ago. 
We have not been bed, we 
have not been occupied. "We 


have not been colonialized for | 


two hundred years. 


We have not cringed under 


a real tyranny. Perhaps we 
would not ride so high today if 
we knew what it felt like to be 
badly hurt.

Turner’s mild attacks on the 
imadequacies of the govern-

_brought him mild rebukes 


from the ministers respon- 
sible. So he finds himself in a 
conundrum: he wanfs to 
reach out to the yearning 
young, ‘to capture the 
country’s restlessness, yet at 
the same time he needs the 
backing of his elders and the 
approval of his party.

A. J, Longmore, assistant 
school superintendent, an- 
nounced today that the new 
program likely will start next 
fall. 

He said a_ preliminary 
survey shows there are up to 
500 students, among the 9,000 
in Grades 4 to 7, who would 
benefit from stepped-up and 


stable enough to handle the 
major ‘works program. The 
individual testing will involve 
evaluation by former teachers 
and a study of the academic 
record of the’students. 

Mr. Longmore expects that 
at least 300 students will 
eventually qualify, although it 
is unlikely that all of them 
will be included in thé major 
works program at its start. 

The new program will not 
involve _ students.in longer 
hours of study but in more 
intensive study “up to the 
maximum they can absorb.”
